I vent _ paſhonate Wiſhes 
to Cm—_—_—_ , that happy Reſidence of 
my beſt Friends, the - Nurſery of my ' Child- 
hood, the School of my Youth ; and, I hope, 
the future Repoſitory of my Old Age. When 
I think of that City, 'tis with a Paſſion hardly 
ſecond to that, which I cheriſh for the Place 
of my Nativity. In Arabia, 'tis true, I firſt 
ſaw the Light of the Sun, but, 'twas in Greece 
I 'receiv'd the' more friendly Illuminations of 
the Moon, the Splendors of the True Faith; 
which, though they diſcloſe not-to us, ſo 
clear a Proſpe&t of the Earth and all its Gay- 
.etics ; yet, they preſent us with--an unveil'd 
Diſcovery of the 'Heavens and Stars ; thew- 
ing us Paradiſe, with - its glittering Iahabi« 
tants, the purpl'd Colonies of True Belie- 
vers, Champions and Martyrs of the. Eternal 
Unity. In the Deſare I. left my. Father ; or 
rather, he left me before I found my ſelf, be- 
ing but-an Infant when he died; but, in 
K- City 1 found Friends, which is not a leſs 
*endearing Title. He gave me but my Birth, 
whereby 1 entred on the Stage of Mileries ;

It abounds with 
elegant Expreffions, of ''thy Sorrow , far an 
Offence to which” thou hadſt po Provocation, 
Thy Subniiffion, though .late, abates my Re- 
ſentment ;* and, if thou performeſt thy Pro- 
miſe, 'tis baniſh'd, The fiſt Crime fo inge- 
| nuoully 
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nuouſly acknowledg'd, claims a Title to For- 
giveneſs : Let ;Eternal Oblivion -ſeal -it. - I 
am not by Nature revengeful. I rather bluſh 
for Shame, than grow pale with Anger, at 
him that' injures me. Yet Self-Preſervation 
will rouze our Choler ; which is the moſt 
active Humour, and precipitates many to vio- 
lent Courſes. The Effe& it has on me, is, to 
put me on my Guard, leaſt he who has wrong'd 
me , , without any Signs of Repentance, 
ſhould continue his Malice to my Deſtrufti- 
on. But, thou haſt diſpers'd all my Suſpici- 
ons, by thy ſeaſonable Addreſs ; and, if I 
cannot pronounce thee Innocent, I will be- 
ieve thou art not Incorrigible. The beſt Ad- 
vice I can give thee, is, henceforwards to; at- 
tend to thy own Aﬀairs, and refrain from choſe 
of others ; remembring the Arabian Proverb, 
He that peeps m at Fr Nezgbbour's Window, 
may chance to loſe his Eyes. Th IS a great 
deal of Wiſdom couch'd in theſe ſhort Senten- 
ces, They are not the produRt of one Man's 
Experience, nor of a few; but, they ate the 
Reſult of Univerſal Obſervation: And our 
Country has been happy. above others in the 
choice of her Proverbs. This thatI mention'd 
1s peculiar to the Eaſt : Yer, I can produce 
an Inſtance, whereby 'twas lately verified in 
the Weſt. 

There is hardly a Night paſſes in this Popu- 
lous City, wherein ſome Murder is not com- 
mitted in the Streets. T'wo Nights ago, a Man 
was, found dead on the Ground whereupon a 
Tumult was gathergd about his Bleeding Ge, 
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kaſe. Amongſt the reſt, a Fellow came crowd- 
ing in, inquiſitive what ſhould be the Matter. 
Thoſe who ſtood by, beholding his Cloaths 
bloody,” which 'he was nor ſenſible of him- 
ſelf, ſeized on him as the Murderer. - His 
wild Looks encreaſed their Jealouſie; and, 
the incoherent Words with which he endea- 
voured to excuſe himſelf, rendred him Guilty 
in the Judgment of the Rabble. They carried 
him before a' Cads,. by whom he was __— 
examin'd : He ſtourly deny'd the FaC ; and, 
no Proof 'could be* brought” againft him, but 
his ſtained Cloaths. *Tis the Cuſtom here, to 
put to the Torture, Perſons ſulpefted of Capi- 
tal Crimes, in Order to draw a Confeſfion of 
the Truth. This they did to this poor Wretch ; 
and, in the Extremity of his Pains, he acknow- 
ledg'd, he had killd his Wife that Evening, 
but was altogether Innocent of this poor Man's 
Death ;, who was Murder'd in the Streets. 
All the Torments they inflited, could - force 
no other Confeſſion from him, ſave that which 
his real Guilt prompted him to make. For 
which, he was condemned to Death, accord- 
ing to the Laws. Thou ſeeſt by this, that 
had he gone abour' his Buſinefs,* without prying 
into other Mens Matters ; he —_ have 
elcap'd a Diſcovery. But, that medling Itch 


of the Imprudent, betray'd him (not without 
the particular Dize&tion of Fate) to a Death, 
which indeed he merited, but not on the Score

Finally, That this lingring kind of 
Death would continue, as long as they pleas'd 
'to protract the Diffolution of the MWaxen 
Image. 

This Confeſſion, though extorted from the 
TWitches in the midſt of inſufferable Tor- 
ments, yet was delivered without any In- 
conſiſtencies, and with all the Demonſtrati- 
ons of a real Penitence, And being ſeconded 
with the Teſtimonies of many Credible Wit- 
.neſles, who had overſeen them in ſome of 
their Nofturnal Ceremonies; the Inquiſitors, 
-moved with: a -juſt Horror of fo nefandous 
Abominations, fentenc'd them, To be burnt, 
and their Aſhes to be ſcatter'd into the Sea. 
Which was accordingly executed, on the Sixth 
of the laſt Moon, in the Preſence of infinite 
'SpeCtators, |

FF One may judge of future Events, by ap- 

plying to them the Symptoms of Things 
paſt ; and, if a Man may compare one King- 
dom with another; I ſhould think thar 
France w:ll in time extend the Lim.ts of 
her Empire, as far as any of the Four Great 
Monarchies, that have been recorded in Mi- 
ſtories for their Univerſal Sway. I will nt 
ſay, as far as the wide-ſtretch'd Enpre of tle 
ever- victorious O/mans: Yet, the Genins of 
this Nation, ſeems in ſome Manner to wn{ptre 
the French with as ardent a Thirlt of G'ory 
and Conqueſt, as that which has in all Ages, 
appear'd to be the Inſeparable Vertue of the 
Muſſulmans. They preſs forward to the 
| C 3 Mark, 
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Matk, for which they take up Arms; that 
3s, to ſubdue all before them, and lay King- 
doms, Provinces, and Cities at the Feet of 
their Sovereign. They are not diſcourag'd at 
Difficulties and Loſſes. The Checks and Op- 
poſitions they meer with , do but animate 
them with new and freſh Vigors. $o that 
it is become a ſure Prognoſtick of ſome great 
Succeſs to that Nation, when at any time 
they receive * ill News from their Armies. In 
this, their Courage ſeems to be of the Qua- 
lity of Nafeha ; which, by pouring on of 
Water, takes Fire; although, thou knoweſt, 
theſe two Elements be contrary to each 0- 
ther. So, this Watlike People , inſtead of 
being dejeted, or made timerous by any 
Defeat given to their Armies, are rather in- 
flam'd with more ative and valiant Reſolu- 
tions ; as will appear, by the Repulſe given 
them by the Duke of Bavaria, not many 
Moons ago. | 
As ſoon as that News artived in this City, 
one would have expected to have ſeen ſome 
Tokens of Fear in the People; but, it wrought 
a contrary Effect. No Tears of Women and 
Children, no compaſſtonate Sighs for their 
flain Husbands, Fathers or other Relations ; 
no down-calt Looks, or ominous ſhaking of 
Heads; no melancholy Whiſpers or porten- 
tous Stories, were murmur'd in the Ears of 
the Multitude : But, all Things appear'd 
lively and roſperous ; the very Women ex- 
citing the Young Men to liſt themſelves Sol- 
diers, and the Boys. in, the Streets making 
alt 
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all their Paſtime conſiſt, in imitating the Mer 
of Arms, and learning the D:/cip/ine of War. 
There was noneed, to force Men to the Field. 
No ſooner was the King's Intention to raiſe 
New Forces divulg'd in the Provinces, but 
Thouſands came voluntarily 'and took up Arms ; 
chuſing rather to ſeek Honoucible Deaths in 
the Toils and Hazards of War, than to lead 
Inglorious Lives at Home, in the ſoft Enjoy- 
ments of Peace. 

Theſe Things appeat'd to me, as certain Pre- 
ſages of the Riſing Greatneſs of this Moxzarchy, 
and an Evident Sign, that the French Nation - 
in this Age, ſhall out-do their Anceſtors in 
Warlike Deeds. 

The Stage of that Bloody Combat , be- 
tween the Forces of the Duke of Bavaria, 
and thoſe under tlie Command of Mareſchal 
Tirrenne, Was Mergentheim. Since which there 
has been a more tierce Encounter between the 
French and Imperialiſts at Allerſheim. Whete- 
in the former, have recover d the Honour 
they ſeem'd to have loſt in the Spring, ow- 
ing much ro the Bravery of the Land». 
grave of Heſ5=Caſſel ; who, with his Regi- 
ments, had a conſiderable Share in the Acti- 
ons of this Day; and therefore, has been 
preſented with. Magnificent Gifts by the 
Queen=Regent. The Bavarians loſt in this 
Battel, above Two Thouſand Common Sol- 
diers, beſides many Officers of Note. Oa 
the French fide, the Duke of Enguen {who 
had newly join'd his Forces to thoſe of Tu- 
renne) was wounded in*he Arm, with _ Iwo 

C4 other 
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other Commanders. Monſieur Grammond was 
taken Priſoner ; but, honourably treated and 
ſent away with Preſents by the Duke of Ba- 
waria, together - with Inſtructions about a Neu= 
trality ; who is exchang'd for a German of 
equal Quality. Thes French have alſo loſt in 
this Batrel, above a Thouſand of the-Com- 
mon Soldiers ; fo thar their Victory coſt them 
dear. 

The Duke of Enguien, notwithſtanding his 
Wounds, marches on rhe next day with his 
Army to Norlinghen, offering to that Town a 
Neutzality, and Liberty fot the .Garriſon to 
march out, which conſiſted of Three Hundred 
Bavarians. But receiving a fierce Anſwer from 
the Governor, he cauſed the Approaches to be 
made in order to an Aſſault, which was begun 
that very Night, and a Breach made in the 
Walls; upon which, the Inhabitants were 
forc'd to intercede with the Dukz, that there 
might be a Ceſſation of Violence till the next 
Morning , promiſing that then the Soldiers 
ſhould turrender at Diſcretion; which was 
done accordingly. 

"There he tarried Eight Days , to refreſh 
his Army. Then he marched to Dunkenſpule, 
which was defended by a Garriſon of Five 
Hundred Buvarians. He tooke this place by 
Storm, yet gave Quatter to the Soldiers, who 
laid dowa their Arms, and yielded them- 
ſelves Prifoners. Leaving a Gartiſon of Three 
Hund:ced French in the Town, he remov'd 
his Forces toward 'H-i/brun. But, in regard 
this Place was defended by Fifteen Hundred 


Men, 
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Men, he forbore to aſſault, and only Quar- 
ter'd his Army in the Neighbouring Vit 
lages. 

Since that time, which was about the middle 
of the laſt Moor, there has been no confidere 
able Action kerween the Fren þ and the Ger- 
mans. Yet, thoſe who pretend to be vers'd in 
Military Aﬀfans, laugh at the ill Conduct of 
the Arch-Diuke Leopold ; who, when he had 
the French ſhut up in a Narrow Streizbt, 
through which it was. impoſſible for them to 
paſs, but by fingle Files, neglected that 7 
portunity to Cut them Ott ; deterring the Vt 
tory (whereof he was tov ſecure) till the 
next day, by K-afon of the preſent Wearineſs 
of his Soidiers. In che mean time T:renne, 
with his whole Army, paifd the Strezphe in 
the dead of the Night, and came to Philip/- 
bargh. | 
This Overſight of the General, is much 
talk'd of ; becauſe, had he purſu'd his Advan- 
tape, he had. not only entirely deteated the 
French, but, in all Probability, falling with 
the whole Force of the Empire on the Suedes 
he. had likewiſe vanquiſh'd them, and ſo pur 
an;.end to the War, But, it ſeems, as- if 
the Inſcrutable Providence had determin'd to 
infatuate the Minds of the Germans, and, 
reſerve thoſe Two Potent Nations, their 
Enemies, to be a farther Scourge to the Ems, 
pire.

T AM weary of writirg News of Battels 
and Sieges to the Grandees ; and, I know, 
thou ſeldom troubleſt thy ſelf with the 
Care of Foreign Tranſattions. Beſides, I 
have no certain. Intelligence of Moment to 
communicat. But, I can- acquaint the with 
ſomething more agreeable to: thy Studies and 
Genus. 

Here is a Man in this City, who was not 
born Blind , but by ſome” 11] Hap loſt the 
Ule of his Eyes. Yet, Nature ſeems to have 
recompens'd that Misfortune, in the Exqui- 
firenels of his Feeling. Thou wouldſt fay he 
queried Eyes in his , rem Ends ; fince he 

iingwiſhes thoſe things by his Touch, 
which are the only proper Obje&ts of Sighr. 
Believe me I think there can be no Deceit 
or Confederacy, whereby he might ny '0- 
| ers, 
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thers, inſtead of being ſo himſelf. I ſaw-him 
muffled up with a Napkin which cover'd all 
his Face, then divers Pieces of Eaſtern Silks. 
of various Colours, were laid on the Table be-- 
fore him. Hefeir them atrentively; and told . 
us the Colour of each Piece exaCtiy, I, who - 
was nzver over-credulous of extraordinary 
Pretences, ſuſpeRing that either the Finenels 
of the Linen which veild his Face, might 
ive him ſome Glimpſe of the different Co- 
ours 3 or, that ſome By-ſtander, with . ap- 
pointed Signs, might inform him ; caus'd all 
the Company to withdraw, excepr a Leained 
Derviſe, who was intimate with me. We 
threw a thick Velvet-Mantle over his Face, 
which reached "down to his Navel, girding 
it about his Waſte, fo as to leave his Arms at 
Liberty, Then I procur'd ſmall Shreds of 
Silks, ſuch as I could conceal in the Palm of 
my Hand : Theſe I caus'd him to touch 
with his Fingers, brought up as high as his 
Chin, ſo that "Twas impoffible for him to ſee 
them, . had he had the Uſe of his Eyes: Yet; 
he made not the leaſt Miſtake in five (everal . 
Colours. We chang 'd the Order of the Silks, 
and ſometimes gave him the ſame Piece four 
or five times together; yet, as ſoon as he 
had felt it, he readily rold us, * I was the ſame 
Colour. 

I tell thee, O learned Ha, ſuch an un«- 
common Experiment, afforded me , Matter 
both of delight and wonder. I concluded 
from hence, That Nature is no Niggard in 
her Gifts, but ſupplies the. defects of _ 
enſe,. 
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Senſe, by the ſuperabundant Accuracy of ano- 
ther. We ask'd this blind Perſon, by what 
Diſtin&tion he thus knew one Colour from ano- 
ther, without the Help of his.,Eyes. He. was 
not able to, expreſs the particular Manner of this 
diſcriminating Senſation ; but only told us in 
General, that he felt as much Difference be- 
tween the Red Silk and Black, as he had for- 
merly done, during the Enjoyment of his Eye» 
Sight, between the S3/ks of Perſis, and the fine 
Linen of Europe : Which, thou knowelt, are as 
different to the, Touch, as fine Paper and. Vel- 
lum. 

Thou that daily pryeſt into the Faculties of 
Humane Bodies, att beſt able to judge whether 
this Man's Excellency, lay in the Tenuity and 
Fineneſs of his Skin, the 'Subtlety of his Spi- 
rirs, ot. ſome unuſual powerful, yet delicate 
Energy of his Soul ; or, whether it conſiſted in 
all theſe topether. 

The Derviſe who was with me, ſeemed not 
much to admire at this rare Quality of the Blind 
Man : Telling me moreover, that about Ten 
Years ago, in his Travels, he had ſeen a Blind 
Statua'y at Florence, who undertook to make 
the Reſemblance of an Image, in the Chief 
Temple of that City; which he finiſh'd ſo, 
much to the Life, that his Work could no 
otherwiſe be diftinguiſh'd from the Original 
than by the difference of the Materials, that 
berng Alabalter, Þis white Clay ; which he ſo 
temper'd and mowded with his Fingers, as he 
continually felr of the orher, that no Finnancor 
was teft uncxprefs'd, 

Indced 
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Indeed, when I reflefted on our Mutes in 
the Seraglio, and the 'unaccountable Sagacity 
with which © they apprehend thoſe Words 
which they never heard, I ceas'd to be ſur- 
priz'd at what I bad ſeen the Blind Man per- 
form, or what the Dervi/e had ſaid of the Seq- 
tary. I remember in Sultan Amurath's time, 
here was a Mute, in whom the Grand Signior 
took infinite Delight. For, Beſides a Fhou- 
ſand pretty Geſtures and Tricks, with which 
ſhe us'd to divert: that ' Prince, he often: made 
her his Secretary, employing her in Writing 
Letters to his Baſſa's and others, whilſt he di- 
ated to her by Signs. 'Although ſhe could ne- 
IV ver r<ceive the Sound of Words, nor utter any 
S that were atticulate; yet I have feen her 
tranſcribe a whole:Chapter in the Alcoran, con- 
taining a- Hundred and Seventy Verſicles, in as 
fine a Character, as the moſt celebrated Scribes 
of the Empire ; and, when the had done, would 
explain what ſhe had thus written, by Signs, 
which made it evident that ſhe perfectly un 
derſiood the Alcoram.

Ottoman Empire. But, all this came to No- 
thing ; that wary Queen ſuſpe&ing that there 
was a_deeper Deſign in the Courtſhip of this 
Old Fox : And, that by ſuch a Match, the 
Kingdom. of Suedeland, in Default of the Iſſue» 

Royal, might be ſubjected to a my Crown. 
However, it is eaſie to apprehend from this, 
That if the Poles maintain at Preſent their Ac- 
cord with the Sublime Port, 'tis for want of 
Strength to break it ; and , that they only 
wait an Opportunity, to make ſome Potent 
and Firm Alliance , which may ſecond the 
Deſigns formed by that Coure, againſt the , irſt 
Throne 
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Throne on Earth, whereof thou art One of the 
Principal Pillars. 

Remain firm in thy Szatzon ; and, let neither 
the Tempeſls of War, nor the Conyulſions of 
State, which are the too frequent Products of 
Peace, ſhake thy Conſtancy.

T _ that the Queen of France is very 
Indulgent to - her- Generals , having call'd 
Home the Duke of Enguien from the Toils of 
War. This Prince negle&ting the Wounds he 
xeceiv'd in the Battel of Allerſheim, not ma- 
ny Days after, fell into a violent Fever: ſo 
that: he was carried in a Horſe-Litter to Phi- 
lipsburg, with no ſmall Danger of his Lite. 
= D | As 
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As ſoon as he recover'd his Health, he was 
commanded to return to France, and the 
Charge of the whole Army. committed to 

Mareſchal Turenne. | 
Such Tendernefs is never ſhew'd to the In- 
vincible Oztoman Generals, neither would they 
eſteem it a Favour, but a Diſgrace. When 
they go to the Wars, they make no underhand 
Leagues with the Elements to ſpare their 
Bodies ; but, are refoly'd to combat with 
Cold, Heat, Hunger , Thirſt, and all the 
Hardſhips to which Soldiers are liable, as well 
as with the Swords of their Enemies. They 
take no other Armour againſt the Rigorous 
Froſts of a Rvſſian Winter, or the Scorch- 
ing Sands of a Perſian Summer, but an Un- 
ſhaken Reſolution, an Invincible Patience, and 
4a Mind incapable of bowing under the worſt 
Misfortunes, They 'are not angry with the 
Weapons of their Adverſaries, when they 
carve in their Limbs the marks of an Honour, 
which will far outlaſt the Pain of their 
Wounds ; and, in their Fleth' hew deep Cha- 
racers, of an Immortal Fame, and a Renown 
which ſhall know no Period. They are 
not parſtmonious of their Blood, -but court 
their Enemies to {pill it on the Ground, trom 
whence it will f{pring up in Lawels and 
Wreaths, to Crown 'em with Triumphs and 
(Glory whilit they live, and to {weeten their 
Mcmory with the Praiſe of Future 'Gene- 

rations. 

Thus, Magnanimous Vizir, do the Muſſul- 
man Hero's, the Props of the Firſt Empire, 
manitelt 
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manifeſt their Courage, in defying of Dangers 
and Wounds, and ſcorning to capitulate with 
Fortune for Eaſe and Exemption from Death. 


' They know, that when they march againſt the 


Infidels, 'tis in Vindication of the Eternal Uni- 
ty : And therefore, inſtead of endeavouring to 
ſhun, they Court a Death ſo glorious, as that 
which will immediately tranſport them to the 
Bofom of our Holy Prophet, and to the Inex- 
eſſible _ of the Gardens of Eden.

Whoſe Conſciences are ſtained with a thouſand 
Pollutions, and yer renoance the very Method 
of being Clean. Who not only err themlcives, 
but by their evil Example and Influence, (for 1 
ſpeak of the Princes and Great Ones) diaw In- 
numerable after them, to taſte of the Tree Fa» 
con, Which grows in the Middle of Hell. 
People ſpeak variouſly of the Duke of En- 


guien's Condutt in the Battel of A/lerſheim. His 


Crearures extol his Valour and Experience 
with Hyperboles : Whilſt his Enemies endeavour 
to leſſen his Reputation. -Some ſay, he owes 


his Revocation to the Queen's diſlike ; others 


attribute jt to the extraordinary Concern ſhe has 


for his Health. Bur, ſuch as would ke eſteem'd

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the Wiſer Sort, ſay his Return "is voluntary 
and ſought by himſelf, ſcorning to hold his 
Commiſſion any longer at the Pleaſure of Cardi- 
dinal Mazarini;z who, 'tis thought, firſt pro- 
cured him this Employment, only to have him 
out of the Way, and take off his Application 
trom the Domeſtich Aﬀairs of France. Theſe 
are the Diſcourſes of the People at - preſent, 
who yet perhaps may change their Opinions 
before the Sun goes down. They will always be 
cenſuring and difcanting on the Actions of 
their Superiors; few being willing to think 
their Tongues were.given 'em to lie Idle. Tt 
15 but a Little Member, but often does Great 
Miſchief by its Activity. -One of the Ancrents 
gave no good Character of it, when he call'd 
it a Demon. Yet, we are not bound to be=- 
lieve all that the Philoſophers ſaid. A/op gave 
the molt 1mpartial Account - of this Member, 
-when he ſaid, "twas the Belt and the Worlt. 
Sometimes I fit filent many Hours together ; 
'not for want of Company ; (for here's a Glut 
of that in this Populous City) nor, becauſe I 
know not what to ſay, (for I could ſpeak a 
great Deal more than 'tis fir for others to hear) 
but,that T may ſtudy with leſs Interruption,how 
to ſerve my Great Maſter, For much talking 
enervates the Judgment, and evaporates the 
Mind into Air. Beſides, by thus practifing Si- 
lence in Private, I-learn the Art of reſtraining 
my Words in Publick, when it is requiſite to 
promote the Ends at which I aim, *Tis not for

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derſtand the due Stops and Advances of my 
Tongue ; ſometimes to ſay Much in a Little, 
at other Times to ſay Little or Nothing at all ; 
but ever ſo to ſpeak, as not to lay my lelf 
naked to the Hearers ; yer to ſeem a very frank, 
open-hearted Man, in what I Difcourle of. 
* I would not have thee conclude from what: 
T have ſaid, That Mahmut uſes any Reſerve to 
the Miniſters of the Divan, who are Mines of 
Science and Wiſdom, and can eafily diſcern the 
Heart through the moſt artificial Veil of Words. 
But it is abſolutely neceſſary for. me, ro ule Dit- 
ſimulation in this Cours ; teeming many times 
Tonorant of what I really know, that I may 
not be thought to know more than they would 
have me. I was never yet lo indifcreet, as to 
publiſh any Secret that was committed to my 
Charge ; whereby I have gained great Conhi- 
dence, with Men who delight ro unboſome 
their Intelligence.'

quaints the Counteſs with this News. She con- 
fults the Cardinal what was beſt to be done to 
avoid Diicovery, In fine, it was agreed be- 
rween 'em, That the Counteſs ſhould put on the 
Cardinal's Diſguiſe, and he a Suit of her Clothes; 
That the ſhould go our at the uſual Hour of his 
Retreat, -and walk in the Gardens ; That, if 
examin'd, the ſhould pretend, this Diſguiſe was 
to guard her from the rude Attempts of Men, 
who if they found a Lady alone in the Night- 
Time, would not fail to offer ſome Incivilities ; 
that ſoon after her Depaxture, the Cardinal

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ſhould go forth in her Dreſs, and ſhift for him- 

ſelf. "This was perform'd accordingly, The 

Co:mteſs walk'd into the Gardens in the Cardi- 
nals Diſguiſe, followed by the Spres, whilſt he 
goes to an Intimate Friend's Houſe, (an Italian, 
whoſe Fortune depended on this Minzfter) and 
changes his Female Accoutrements, for the pro- 
per Apparel of his Sex. The Counteſs having 
walk'd about half an Hour in the Garden, was 
ſeiz'd on by ſome of the Guards, under ſuſpici- 
on of ſome ill Deſign. She was carried before 
the Queen, and examin'd. She then diſcover'd 
her ſelf, begging the Queens Pardon, and teb- 
ling her, That a particular Devotion, had oblig'd 
her to take that Courſe for ſeveral Mornings ;

THOU wilt Laugh at the Hypocrifie and 
Folly of the Nazarenes, when thou ſhalt 
know the Articles agreed upon between the 
Eleflor of Saxony, and Koningſmark, one of the 
_ Generals, on the 27th. of the 8:h. Moon. 

The Suedes had prevail'd on the Son of the 
Elefor, to intercede with his Father for a Truce 3 
bur the Old Duke would not hearken ro any 
thing of that Nature, till Torften "ave Or- 
ders to the Suediſh Army in thoſe Parts, that 
they ſhould oppreſs the EleFor's Subjetts, by 
exafting from them unreaſonable Taxes and 
Contributions ; and that-they ſhould lay Deſo- 
late all the Countries about Dreſden, if they 
refuſed to pay what was demanded of them. 
Accordingly they took a Caſtle, which com- 
manded a Jarge Valley of Meadows and Corn- 
fields. The Snedes burnt the Corn on the 
Ground, kd away the Peaſants Captives, and 
demoliſh'd many Towns and Villages ; yet not 
withour ſome Loſs on their Side : For the 
Saxons one Night ſtole upon them while they 
were ſecurely ſleeping, and flew- an bundred 
and twenty, taking above three hundred Pri- 
foners. Thofe who were left - in Poſſeſſion of

Cradle, and to ſojourn ſo long among thy 
Kindred. Thy Father was famous in that Coun- 
try, for hunting of Lions, and other Beaſts of 
Prey. \| have heard ſome of our Tribe, praile 
his Valour and Dexterity, in the Chaſe of thole 
Fierce Animals. They told me, Thar in the 
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Space of Two Years, he had preſented the- 
Beglerbeg with T wenty Lions Heads, kill'd by 
his own Hand : That he had Three Tame ones 
in his Houſe, which he had taken when Whelps 
from a Lioneſs of prodigious Bulk : That the 
Walls of his Houſe wete hung with the Skins 
of Tygers, Paiithers and Lions, the Trophics 
of his Indefatigable Diligence, Skill and Cou- 
rage, in Purſuit of Wild Beaſts. In a Word, 
they ſaid he was the moſt ſucceſsful Hunter in 
all Arabia. If thou inhetiteſt his Inclinations as 
well as his Blood, (for they commonly go toge- 
ther) thou haſt had a fair Time, to range the 
Foreſts, and purge the Deſare of thoſe Ravenous 
Creatures. Were it not for the Enmity of the 
Gnats, the Eaſt would be over-run with theſe 
Savages.

FHE taking of Retimo in Candy, has fill'd' 
the Nazarenes, with Apprehienſions of” 
reater Calamities. 

The firſt fortunate Strokes in a War, make: 
deep ImpreGions on the Enemy ; the Vulgar 
looking on them, as the Index of their future 
Deſtiny: But, repeated” Succeſſes chill their 
Vitals, bereave 'em of -Courage and Hope,, 
leaving 'em Nothing but Ominous Portenrs, 
and Superſtitious Ptelages of their approaching. 
Ruin. So hard a thing it is, to judge of Hu- 
mane Events, without being carried into 
Extreams, They already give over the whole 
IMand for loſt. T wiſh and believe it may prove: 
true, Yet, atthe ſame time, I know the For- 
tune-of War is uncertain ; and, another Cam- 
pagne, may repair'or revenge the Damage they 
have ſuſtained in thts and the former. 

The Venetians loſt Five thouſand Men before 
the Walls of that Town ; among whom, was

He attempted, 
without the Mzracie of Moſes, to make a Path 
for his Army through the Sea. He tollow'dthe 
Steps of the Babylonian Monarch, who, not 
Three Ages before, had joyned this Proud Neſt 
of Merchants to the Farm Land. , 'Twice his 
Induſtrious Soldiers raisd ja Cauſey, [above the 
Waves, to the very Walls of Tyrus:;- and-as of- 
ten was their Labour defeated, by the Watch 
ful Tyrians. When, the Third time he prov'd

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of Ignorance ; firſt promulg'd in the Savage and 
Unpoliſh'd Deſarts of Arabia, and rwands 
propagated by the Sword through thoſe Coun 
tries, whoſe Vices had baniſh'd their Learning; 
and renderd them flexible-to a Religion, whole 
ur Pretenſions conſiſted in Gratifying the 
Senſes. 

Theſe Criticks conſider not at the ſame time, 
That they argue againſt the O/d and New Teſta- 
ment, (which is cſteem'd the ' Alcoran of the 
Chriſtians) wherein there is often Mention 
made, of the Riſing and Gowing down of the 
Sun ; of Eaft and Weſt, as proper Points or 
Marks, from which to take the Situation of 
Countries. Afuredly, in this they are capti- 
ous: For, though there be no ſtated Point of 
Eaſt or Weſt in the Globe; yet India being the 
neareſt Region of : this Continent, to that Part 
of the Horizon where the Sun daily firſt appears, 
It has not without Reaſon, gain'd the Addi- 
tional Eyithee of Eaft.

There are many other Paſſages related of 
Alexander's Temperance, Moderation, Juſtice, 
Fortitude and ſuch like Vertues ; and, ſome- 
thing of his Vices. But, I will not tire thee 
with all that is ſaid of this invincible Monarch, 
nor trace him in all his Marches through 4/ia, L 
will not trouble thee with what they ſay of his 
Journey into A&gype, and aſpiring to be call'd 
the Son of Jupiter Ammon ; his being poyſon'd 
at Babylon, in the Height of all his Cap 3

Chief Captains, Whatſoever in thele Hiſtories 
is agreeable to the Holy Alcoran, | acquielce to;

I reject as a Fable. 

Tell me, thou Sovereign Reſo.ver of Doubts, 
Whether on theſe Terms, 1 may not read the 
IIVritings of Infidels * Books are Relief to the 
Mind oppreſs'd with Melancholy, and eſpecial. 
ly Hiſtories, which alſo bring Profit, by rightly 
informing us of the Tranſactions of Paſt Ages: 
50 that Things which were done Thoulanls 
of Years ago, are made preſent ro us. Where 
then is the Crime in Reading theſe M:mirs of 
the Ancients? Ir is not conſfiitent with the 
Faith of a . Muſſulman to read thele Hiſtories, 
becauſe they were penn'd by Heathens ? Mult 
we reject all that the Pagans did or ſaid ? Why 
| then are the Works of Plutarch had in ſuch Ve- 
neration by the Princes of Our Laz ? I tell thee, 
I not only read Plutarch, Livy, Tacitus, Jeno- 
phon, Polybius, with many other Hiſtorians that 


were Pagans, but I improve by their Writings. 


Such rare Examples of Vettue, fuch Illaſtriow 
Patterns of Juſtice, ſuch ſolid Precepts of Mo- 
rality, as theſe Authors abound with ; cannot, 
in my Opinion, hurt any Man, who defiresto 
ſquare his Life by the belt Rules.

T o which the Ambaſſador replied, 
My Maſter has many. Wiſer Men than my ſelf 
about him , but, to'ſuch a Kang, ſuch-an Am- 
baflador. 

Thou wilr not perhaps approve ſuch Rail- 
lery as this ro Crown'd Heads, who ought to 
be treated with Reverence and Gravity. Yer, 
I believe, thou wilr condemn rhe Cruelty of a 
Duke of Muſcovy, who. cauſed- the Hat of a 
French Ambaſſadour to' be nailed to his Head, 
for fitting covered before him. This is con- 
tary to the Genius of the Eaſt, who abhor ro 
ſee a Man bare-headed.

hearſe the'Old. They compare him wirh his 
Predeceſſour Richlien, and with Cardinal #- 
menes, a Spaniſh Mmifter. They term theſe 
Three, the Trinity of Chriſtian Stateſmen x 
Thus diſtinguiſhing their: Perſond! Chart 
Cters : Richlieu, they ſay, was Crafty, Co- 
vetous, and Reyengeful ; Ximenes was Poli- 
rick, Severe, and Valiant; Mazarins is Wit, 
Merciful, and Liberal. 

The Firſt made good his Character, they 
fay, in heaping up ſuch Prodigious 'Treafares; 
in railing all thoſe of his Family or Depen- 
dance. ro the Higheſt Honours; 1n occaſion- 
ing the Voluntary Baniſhment of the Queer 
Moether ; in ruining whomſoever he ſuſpected ; 
and finally, in making himſelf ſo much the 
Maſter of all Secrets, that the King, how 
ever diſguſted and averſe from him, yer could 
neither ' fit ſafe on his Throne without hn 
when Living, nor venture the A 67” 
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ofthe Publick, to any of his Creatures when 


Dead, Thus ſpeak they of that Great Mz- 
mhter, 

As to Cardinal Ximenes, they fay he diſco- 
ver'd rhe Qualities which they aſcribe to him, 
in the Method he took to raiſe himſelf ro thar 
envied Greatneſs z which was, by ſeeming to 
ſhun rhe Honours at which he ſecretly aim'd. 
For, being 'a Devoted Derviſe, or Religious 
Friar, he appeared to be the moſt Mornty'd 
Man of the whole Order : Which being taken 
Notice of, he was made Provincial; from 
which Dignity, he made bur one Step more to 
the Purple: And, growing Eminent for his 
Abilities, he was made the Firſ® Miniſter in 
the Court of Spain. 

He levy'd Sixreen Thouſand Men at his 
own Coſt, invaded Barbary, ftorm'd their. 
frrongeft Cities, and reduc'd the whole King- 
dom of Tyripols and Algiers ro his Mafter's 
Obedience. 

Whilft he was at the Head of his Army, 
one Day there happened a Mutiny among his 
yoldiers. A certain Fellow, running up and 
down between the Ranks, and exciting them 
to chaſe a New General, ſaying, It was 4 
Shame to ferce a pooreſpirited Friar: The 
Cardinal perceiving this, ftepp'd to the Fellow, 
and, with one Blow, ſever'd his Head from 
bs Body, This ftruck ſuch a Terror into all, 
tat from that time; there was not the lea(t 
Tumulr or Diforder in his Army. 

They fay, he was in the End poiſon'd by 
eating of a Fiſh, of 2 a Friend 'of his re-

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ceiy'd Intimation on the Road, as he was riding 
ro the Place where the Cardinal was at Dinner. 
Bur, he came too late, to prevent the Effedts 
of the Poiſon : . For, though the'Cardinal was 
bur qult riſen from the Table, - yer he beganto 
void Blood by his Ears, and the Extremities 
of his Fingers ; and, in a few Days, drew his 
Laſt Breath. He was Tall, and well Limb: 
His 'Iwo Fore-Teeth of the Upper Jaw, 
erew fo far our of his Mouth, that he-was 
call'd, The Eccieftaſtical Elephant. ;T he Suture 
\ of his Skull were ſo cloſely indented , that 
there was no more room for Tranſpiration 
of rke Grofſer Vapours, than through the 
1mo{t Sc:id Part of the Bone. On this Ac 
count, he was ever troubled with the Head: 
ach ; contrary to Cardinal Richlieu, who never 
felt-any Pain in that: Parr, -becauſe he had two 
little Holes in his Crown, | through which the 
' Fames exhal'd. 

Theſe are the Remarks which are made 
on Cardinal Ximenes, As to Mazarinz, they 
{ay he ſurpaſſes both theſe Miniſters, in the 
exquiſite Moderation of his 'Temper : And, 
comes ſhorr of neirher, in the Contrivance or 
Succeſs of Afﬀairs ; - being. folid in his Coun- 
ſels, ſecret and ſwiſt in their Execution, Ke 
has this alſo peculiar in his- Conduct, that 
none are more lure of his Favour, than thoſe 
who have done him Injuries. . He is Magnt 
fick in his Expences ; buildmg Palaces, . tn 
may vie with the moſt Celebrated Structures 
of the Ancient Romans : A curious Collectors 
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the Houſes, with, Utenſils ,of-Cedar, Ebony, 
Silver, . Gold and. other Ornaments befitting 
the Palace of a King : Liberal beyond the Ex- 
pectation of his Friends and Servants ; yer, 
not to Profuſeneſs. He was a wonderful Sa 
gacity 1n diſcovering Cheats and Impoſtors ; 
and, no leſs Dexterity, in diſcerning Men of 
Merit, though | never ſa much obſcur'd - by 
Misforrune. 

Nor long ago, he catch'd a Gentleman in a 
Crime, which expos'd him-to the Laughter 
and Contempt of rhe whole Court, but nor to 
the Cardinal's Hatred. He had been recom- 
mended to this Miniſter, by a Lady of the 
Court, for whom he had a great Eiteem. On 
which Account, he had tree- Acceſs ro the 
Cardinal's Preſence, and would always mix 
with his Retznue. | 

Bur, his Curious Patron, had obſerv'd 
ſomething in his Carriage, which gave him 
Ground of Miltrult, For, he would always 
place, himſelf, .as near as he conld, ro a cer- 
tain Table in the Chamber, where rhe Car- 
dnal gives Audience. There is a Drawer un- 
der this 'Table,.. which commonly ſtands half 
open,. 1t being rhe Place where all Petztioners 
throw in their Bribes or Preſents ; Ir nor being 
leemly- for a Prince of the Church, to take 
Money himſelf, The Cardinal obſerv'd, rhar 
this Spark always had his Eye glancing on 
that Drawer, as if he covered what was there 
contained. However, . he rook na Notice, bus 
gave him all the Opportunities imaginable ro 
do his Pleaſure ; yer, tt:ll one Accident or other,

happ'ned, that the Cardinal having appoint-

paſs by. The Gentleman, taking this Op- 
portunity , whilſt he thought all Eyes were 
inteng on the Gayeries without, ſhips to the 
Table, and rakes our of the Drawer a By 
of Gold; purting it up in his Pocket, and reti- 
ring to the Window again. He imagined that 
no Body had ſeen'him, and therefore hu 
himſelf in the Thoughts of his Boory, W 
the Show was over, and the Company with 
drew from the Window ; after a while, t 
all rook their Leave, and departed: And, 
among the Reſt, rhis Gentleman Thief wa 
going out. Bur the Cardinal deſired him to 
rarry in that he had ſomething to ſay to him. 
'Fhe Gentleman, ftung with rhe Guilr of what 
he had done, fell a trembling, and: was ra- 
dy to drop down at the Cardinals Feet. But, 
he bid him be of good Comfort, ſaying thus

So 
ftrange a Revolution, in ſo ſhort a time, has 
ſcarce been heard of in the Wortd: For a 
Beardleſs Slave, to raiſe himſelf in Six Days, 
ro as Abſolute and Uncontroulable a Sovereign» 
ty, as the Greatelt Monarch on Earth enjoys; 
ro be obeyed by an infinite Number of- Peo- 
ple, withour the leaſt Hefiration or Demur, 
were it for Life or Death ; and all this, with- 
our any Motive of Ambition or Intereſt, bur 
only to aſſert the Publick Liberty ; Is a convin- 
cing Argument of his Vertue; and ſhews, That 
Heav?n approved his Enterprize.

in Portugal,the Revolt of Catalonia and Rouſſillon, 
the Loſs of Ormus, in Perſia, and the DeteCti= 
on of Gog, with other Rich Towns of Traffick 
In the Inthes, came one upon the Back of ano- 
ther. 

Since which, there have been many Towns 
and Caſtles raken from the Spantards in Flanders. 
The' French made an InſurreFion in Palermo, 
breaking open the Priſons, and releafing the 
Prifoners: ' And grew to fucha Head, thar the 
Viceroy,” fearing \they would revenge the .Tra- 
gedy of the Sicilian Veſpers; ro pacifie the 
Multirude, was forc'd ro Repeal the Edits 
for Taxes, and Diſannul them for ever ;. and to 
paſs an Af of General Indemnity, both to the 
Rabble,” and to the Priſoners whom they had 
ireed. 

This Tumulruous Spirit paſs'd from thence 
to the Kingdom of -Naples ; and there, like an 


Infection, toon ſpread it ſelf through all —

FT Hou wilt ſay, the Neapoiitans are a reſts 
leis People, when rhou ſhalt know, That 


there have been no leſs than Forty General InJſ: 


ſurreftim 
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ſurreRions 1n this Kingdom, ſince its firſt Se- 
paration from the Grecian Empire, whereof ir 
was formerly -a Member ; and, thar in the 
Space of Two Years,they have had Five Kings, 
all of different Nations. | 

One would have thought, That after the 
Death of Maſanello, the Ringleader of the late 
Innovation , the Popular Heats woul have 
flacken'd, and the People returned to their 
Duty 3; but, the paſſionate Deſire of Liberty, 
caus d them to continue in Arms, till the Con- 
firmation of their Privileges, ſhould come from 
the King of Spain. 

In the mean Time, Don John of Auſtria 
who lay before the Ciry with a Fleer of Fifry 
Galleons, play'd upon them inceſſantly with his 
Cannon by Sea; and, the Caſtles barter'd 
them by - Land. | 

Cardinal Mazarini, who has the earlieſt In- 
relligence of Foreign Tranſactions, has had a 
Principal Hand in fomenting this Flame. For, 
as ſoon as the News of Maſanello's Death ar- 
riv'd here, he diſpatch'd away Couriers to-Rome, 
with Inſtructions to the French Embaſſadour at 
that Court, requiring him, to uſe all poſſible 
Means, to cheriſh the Tumults in Naples, and 
not negle& fo fair an Opportunity, of redu- 
cing that Kingdom ' under the Prote&ion of 
France. 

It will not appear ſtrange, Thar this great 
Genius, ſhould aim ar the Conqueſt of Na- 
plez, when we  confider, Thar this Kingdom 
abounds in all Manner of Riches, ro which its 
fortunate Siruation -contribures' 'not a LH : 

” or, 
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For, it lies in the moſt Temperate Part of 
the World. And, the Inhabitants are not $e. 
cond to any People of Europe, in Martial 
Courage and Bravery, This 1s a Bair, which 
rempts the Cardinal; who is not ignorant, 
how valiantly the Anceſtors of the preſent 
Neapolitans, v'd themſelves in the War 
of Ceſar and Pompey, and thoſe berween the 
__ and Carthaginians. Nor are they le 
brated, for the ſtout Reſiſtance they made 
againſt the Huns, Goths, and Vandals. thar, 
this Kingdom, were it once brought under the 
French inion, would prove a Nurſery from 
whence rhis Monarch might draw many T hou- 
ſands of excellent Soldiers, to ſerve him 1n his 
Wars. 

Beſides, it would be more commodious for 
him, , to make Incurfions from hence into the 
Pope's Territories, if there ſhould ariſe any 
Difference between the rwo Courts ; as there 
often do, about the Rights. of the Gallicar 
Church, the Franchiſes of the Embaſſadors, 
of this Crown in Rome, and other Privileges to 
which they pretend. 

Therefore the French Embaſſador , accor- 
ding to the Inſtructions of Mazarini , ſent 
o—_ to treat privately with the Peo- 
ple of Naples, offering them Two Millions 
of Crowns, Twenty Gallions , with Eight 
and Fifry Gallies, and other Veſſels. They 
accepted the Propoſal , being weary of the 
Spaniſh Government, and defirous of Noyek 
ty, Encourag'd alſo by what thoſe Commuſi- 
oners refrelepted to them concerning, the 
Succels 
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Succeſs of the Engle, who by ftanding on 
their Guard, and ufing that Power which God 
and Nature had fgiven them, for the Defence 
of rheir Lives and Liberties, were now in 2 
manner, become a Free People, having Aboliſh'd 
the Monarchy, and fer up a Commonaealth : 
And this, they rold them, was alfa done by 
Cardinal Mazarini's Counſels and Afliftance, 
Now, all the Cry in Naples, was, ' Lee France 
and the People of England flouriſh; and let 
the Faithfal Neapolitans aſſert their own Li- 
berty.. So blind were theſe People, as not ro 
confider, "Thar in f --ow themſelves under 
the ProteRtion of th French, they did bur ex- 
change One Bondage for another ; ir being 
impotſible for any Foreign Prince to keep this 
Kingdom, and pay all his Officers, Civil and 
Mihrary, together with thoſe under their 
Commands, with much leſs Charge than the 
Revenues amount to. And, the French are as 
good at - Inventing New Taxes, as any Court 
In Europe. 

However , the Neapolitans were enchanted 
with the Thoughts. of ſo much Gold, and. 0- 
ther Afﬀiſtance offer'd by rhe French Comms/- 
ſumers ; and ſweeren'd with their fajr Words, 
and glorious Promiſes. So thar they imme» 
diately ſent Deputies, to entrear the Duke of 
Guize, who was then at Rome, to come and 
prorect them, in taking on him rhe Chief Com- 
mand of their Arms, 

This Prince, thinking-it a Generous Action, 
to Relieve rhe Oppreſſed : And, that ar the ſame 
ime, he ſhould- do a conſiderable Service = 
the 
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the Ry of France, in rendring him Maſter 


of this Noble and Opulent Kingdom, - went 10 
Naples. Where, ar firſt, he was receiv'd with 
Infinite Applauſe ; was made their General; 
rook an Oath of Fidelity ro the People ; did 
many notable Services; but was, 1n the end, 
Betray'd, and ſent Priſoner to Spain. 

If the Generoſfity, and brave Reſolution of 
this Prince has acquired Commendation from 
ſome, in arrempring to reſcue theſe People 
from the Tyranny of their Goyernours ; yer 
his Conduct is call'd in Queſtion by others, 
who ſay, He diſcoverd bur little Prudence 
in truſting himſelf ro the Neapolitans , who 
had already facrific'd Two of their Genera!s. 
(For, after the Death of Maſanello, they choſe 
another Captain, whom they call'd the Prince 
of Maſſa: This Prince falling under their 
Suſpicion, was Beheaded by the , Inconſtant

Thou that cant mar- 
ſhal the Hoaſft of the Stars, and underſtand» 
eſt' the Diſcipline of the Armies living and 
ſtrong, the Orders of the Porentates encamp- 
ed in the Fields of Light, the Domeſtick Guards 
of the Throne Bleſſed for Ever ; Tell me the 
Age of the, World, and declare the Beginning 
of Time. Reſolve me, whether rhis Mighty 
Fabrick be bur of Yeſterday, that is, of Five 
or Six Thouſand Years ſtanding, as the Fews 
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and Chriſtians ſay ; or, whether rhe Years of 
its Duration, be nor paſt a Calcule. 

The Vifions'of thy Progenitor, the Lieute- 
nant to-the ent of God, are extant in the £2 
rabick Tongue. _ In them it is written, My Soul 
on 4 ſudden, became as though it bad Wings ; 
a Spirit enter d me, and a ſubtle Wind lifted 
me up to the Top of Mount Uriel, where I be- 
held Marvellous Things.

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Enjprnengs, if I were convinc'd, That ſo ma- 
ny Splendors, Riches and Pleaſures, as: this 
Viſible Frame affords, were nor difclos'd for 
Millions of Ages, but lay hid in the Boſom 
of Eternity. Methinks, 1t is too low an Q- 
pinion of the Omnipotent Goodneſs, and looks, 
as if the Authors of it, ſuſpected God of Envy : 
Who, when he might have made Infinite 
Myriads. of Creatures bappy, in theſe Viſible 
Emanations of his Divmity, Without either 
Beginning or Ending of lime ;. yer, accor- 
ding to their. Dofrine, contented himſelf, ro 
ler e:1ely a Dererminate Number taite of his 
Munificence, for a few Centur:es of Yeats, 
his is.not ſuitable ro the Character of thar 
Infinite Being, the Eternal Sonce of all Per- 
fetiions. . R 
Whart then is meant by thoſe Four Apes, 
and the Four Species of Beings; which were 
ſhew'd to the Exalted of God in that Holy Vi- 
fion > Tell me, Great Light of Africh, Is.ir 
repugnant to Reaſon or Faith, to believe , 
That the Earth has been Inhebited from E- 
ternity; fince our Holy, Doors teach us, That 
it, was peopl'd lorig before the Creation of 
Adam ? No Muſſulman, that has ever. gone 
the Sacred Pilgrimage, but has viſited Mowne 
Araffa, where Adam firſt ſaw Eve bis Wife. 
W here he has been inſtructed, in the Hiſtory 
of that Firſt Father of Mankind; and how 
that before .his Time, the Earth was Inhabired 
by Angels, who being commanded ro adore

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©*'T have difcourſed with ſeveral of the Fewiſh 
Rabli's, and Chriſtian Doftors, on this Sub-

ſtirious Education, Thew have 'been, from 
their Infancy, prepoſſeſs'd with a falf: Notion 
of the Works of God'; believing rhem--ro'be 
Finite, both in Extenr,of Space and Tire.

Ir 
eclipſes the brighreſt Vertues, and is the very 
Sepulcher of brave Deſigns; depriving - a 
Man of the | Means ro accompliſh, what 
Nature. has fitred” him for,” and ſtifling the 
Nobleſt Thoughts . in theic Embrio; How 
many Illuftrious Sonls may :be. ſaid, ro: have 
teen Dead among the Living, or buried alive 
in the Obſcuriry of their Condition, - whoſe 
Perfections have rendred 'em the Darlings of 
Providence, -and Companions of Angels ; yer 
the -inſuperable Penury. of. all Things, has 
ranked them . among -the Caſtaways of rhe 
Earth, in the Eyes of Men ?* Lo tach as theſe, 
our Divine Lamwp:ivey .commands us to extend 
our Chariry, giving us certain Characters and 
Marks, by which we may diſtinguiſh them 
from the Crowd of the Unfortunare. And, 
I like the Ind:#n's Bounty: the better, in thar 
he ſo exactly teems ro comply with this Pre- 
cept of the Alcoran, generouſly preventing the 
Requeſts of the Indigent, and by an Exceſs 
of Benignity ; 'courting them ro accept of 
Relief.

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ro be attribured to the Force of their Laws, 
which oblige the -Son to follow his Father's 
Trade; throughout all- Generations. In this 
I muſt diflent; for, it ſeems ' rather - a Curb, 
than a+ Spur-to Ingenuity, ta. be confin'd+to 
Employments, 'for which -a Man have 
an Averfion. The Son nor ſeldom abhorring 
thoſe Things, wherein his Parents took De- 
lighr. Or, if nor-ſo, yer he may be caſt in' a 
Finer Mold, have a more ſubtle Invention; and 
conſequently, be capable of making greater Im- 
royvements, in-any 'Trade of his own Choice : 
ince, Delight ſers an Edge on the Mind, gives 
Vigor to the Body, and adds Wings to Buſineſs. 
Beſides, .I do not think this ro.be {o- much thy 
own Remark, as the Inſinuation of fome of 
that Country, who are the moſt Conceired 
People in the World ; ever extolling their own 
Policy, Laws and Government ;\ and impoſing 
them as a Pattern to all other Nations. : 
One Thing I grant, they beaſt of -with a 


great Deal of "Truth, rhar 1s, their Antiquity 


and unmixed Race, Though, fince the Cons 
queſt the Tartars have made of that Country, 
they are like ro undergo the:Fare of other Na- 
Tions, and Corrupt their Genealogies with the 
Blood of. Strangers. 

Fhou camett away before that Congueſt-was 
begun, or perhaps, before 'twas talked of. And, 
I can give thee, bur a very Imperfe&t Accounr 
of it. All the Intelligence we have'from thar 
Kirgdom- of late, comes in fragments: For, 
the Slups which bring this ſhatter'd News, left 
China in an Uproar and Confulion : Only

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they aflure us, Thar the Tartars had paſſed 
the Celebrated Wall, which divides them from 
China : That they entred and ſubdued the 
Northern Provinces, with an Army of Six hun- 
dred thouſand Men : Thar very little Refiſtance 
was made again(t them, nor even in Pequin it 
ſelf, rhe Capital Seat of the Chineſe Empire, 
which the Vſurper Lycungz had abandon'd to 
the Conquerors, carrying away with him all the 
Ineſtimable Treaſures of rhe Palace, and reti- 
ring into one of. the remote Provinces, was ne- 
ver heard of afterwards. Whence it was judg'd, 
Thar ſome of his own Party had murder'd him ; 
partly, for the ſake of his prodigious Wealth, 
which they ſhared among them ; and partly ro 
Revenge his] Treaſon againſt the Emperor, and 
the Innumerable Calamities he had brought 
upon his Country. | 

Before theſe Merchants came away,the Cham 
of Tartary was Proclaimed in Pequin, and 
Crowned Emperor of China, They lay, He was 
not above Thirteen Years Old art that time z 
which was in the 12th, Moon, of the Year 1644. 
And, that having ſent for the Chief Nobility of 
Tartary to Pequin, he made Preparations to 
purſue his Conqueits. | 

This is the beſt Account we yer have of the 
Afﬀairs of that Empire : By which thou wilr 
ealily be induced ro be of my Opinion, That 
the Blood of the Chineſes, will, in rime, be 
mix'd with that of Strangers.

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We. muſt. not ſeek for the Originals of any 
People, in the Country where they dwell. 
The! molt Renowned Kingdoms and Empires 
in the Morld, had their firſt Foundations laid 
by Vagabonds and Fugitives. Thou art nor 
ignorant, how -vaſt an Extent the” Ancient 
Roman Empire had through Aſia, Africh, and 
Europe ; yet that City, which was calld the 
Miſtreſs of Nations, the Governeſs of the Whole 
Earth, was firſt built by a handful of Banditt, 
People who lived by Pillage and Robbery, 
the Outlaws and Scum of Italy, afſembled 
ropether from divers Parts, under the Cons» 
duct of Romulus and Rhemus. "Neither had 
that City proved any better than a Sepulchre 
tro them and rheir-Defigns, had rhey nor, by 
a witty Stratagem, over-reach'd the Sabine 
Women, and fo ſecured to themſelves a Po- 
ſterity, who ſhonld not only Defend , but 
Enlarge the Dominions of their Fathers : Yet 
theſe People, of fo obſcure and confuſed an 
Original, afterwards boaſted of rhe Antiquity 
and noble Deſcent of their Families. No 
Name more Venerable in ſucceeding Ages, 
than that of a Roman. 

To look no further than the Great and For- 
'midable Empire of the Oſmans, we ſhall find 
it rook 1ts firſt Riſe from Colonies of Tran- 
ſplanted Scythians ; fo that he who would 
have the Genealogy of a Turk, mult nor look 
in the Regiſters of Greecs, where they now 
live, Fur muſt carry his Search beyond the 
Mcuntain Caucaſus, examine the Borders 
of Palus Metis, or hunt his Pedigree out

pen'd in Aſia and Africk, fince the -A4fſumpts 
of the Meſſenger of God into Paradiſe !

T he Mighty Empire 
of the Ottomans has ſwallow'd: up all. T 
one. Nation expells another; : and; there is fo 
general a Mixture of Foreign Blood, -made by 
the Converſion of innumerable different Nau- 
ons to, the 'Muſſalmgn Faith, that it-is- hard: to 
know, Whether our Anceſtors were Scythians 
or Perſians, Fetwzs or Grecians ;* Whether they 
were . of the. Mountains or the Valleys, of the

Arabians, and thoſe who ſeem to approach 
neareſt them.in: Manner of Life, -the Tartars ;
